W ashington, Dec. 16.—Mr. Call of 
Florida ha* renewed attention to the 
Cuban question by three resolutions in­ 
troduced in the senate, one ht^pg a bit­ 
ter denunciation of the ifRnuer in 
! which, it ia alleged, General Antonio 
Maceo had linen killed while under a 
flag of truce. Other resolution* by Mr. 
Call requested the president to demand 
the release of United Htates prisoner* at 
the Spanish lienal settlement on the isl­ 
and of Cento, and also asked the secre­ 
tary of state for a list of Americans held 
In .Spanish prisons. The Call resolutions 
went to the committee on foreign rela­ 
tion*.

The resolution regarding the killing 
of Oeueral Antonio Maceo is aa fol- 
I low s: 
Resolved, T hat the killing of General 
A ntonie Maceo, a renowned general In 
• b e service of th# republic of Calla, lf 
true, while under a flag of truce and w ith 
an assurance of safety from tho Hj>ani*h 
captain general, wa* a violation of the 
rule* of cl vilified war, an outrage of ha*# 
treachery, a m urder cowardly and dls- 
groreful, which demand* the execration 
of every governm ent and of all the people 
of the uorld, w hether civilized or savage; 
th a t the governm ent which authorize*, 
penult* or fail* to punish the a#*a*#tns 
who are eon m eted In any way w ith the 
guilt of th!* * r1me w ith the extrem e p en ­ 
alty of the law I* un out runt from the ram 
ily of nation* and from the pale of civiliza­ 
tion and public law. 
T hat the com m ittee on foreign relations 
be directed to m ake inquiry as to the facts 
and report to the senate nt an early day. 
The reported u**u**iuutiou of Maceo 
has rekindled interest In the Cuban 
quorum in the house, although it is 
hard likely that the interest will be pro­ 
ductive of any legislative action. Mem­ 
ber* are unanimous in denouncing the 
method l»y which it is claimed tho 
Cuban leader was entrapped to his 
death, although many of them say that 
the information up to date is insufficient 
to justify any assumption by congress 
that Maceo wa* assassinated. Several 
joint resolutions, calling for the recog­ 
nition of the independence and of tim 
belligerency of the revolutionists, have 
been referred to the house committee 
on foreign affairs. Chairman Hitt, of 
that committee, says that a meeting 
will be called thi* week to take up the 
diplomatic appropriation bill and to 
consider general busine#*. It is probable 
that the Cuban partisan* on the cora-, 
mittee will endeavor to bring up their 
E 
xpects for recognition und there will 
I a discussion, if nothing more, of the 
question. 
The house lenders are disposed to bf 
very conservative tit their treatment of 
thi* question, and most of them believe 
with President Cleveland that there 
should be no intervention by this cou 
gress. This is understood to be the po­ 
sition held by {Speaker Reed and Chair­ 
man Hitt. 
Messrs. Hitt, Draper and Adams con­ 
stitute the standing sub-committee on 
Cuba of the foreign affairs committee 
General Draper said that the conflicting 
reports 
left him 
in doubt whether 
Maceo had been a**assiuated or whether 
he was really dead. 
He thought it 
quite probuPlo that President Cleve 
land’s assertion that the conflict had 
become one of wanton murder on both 
side* might be correct. 
He saw no 
jKMsible outcome of the revolution but 
the final victory of Spain or interven­ 
tion by the United States. General 
Draper is still opposed to intervention, 
as he was in the last congress. 
Representative MoCreary of Ken 
tacky, formerly chairman of the com­ 
mittee, said that the killing of Maceo 
was a great outrage, if it hail been per 
petrated as reported. Such a violation 
faith had never occurred during the 
civil war, he said. 
There was much talk about the house 
that there should be an investigation 
of the circumstances of Maceo’s death, 
but congress could hardly conduct a sat­ 
isfactory inquiry, even if it had the 
authority for such a proceeding under 
international law. 
It is quite probable 
that tho state department will be called 
upon to furnish all the information it 
has concerning the affair. 
Without the 
action of the foreign affairs committee 
and the committee on rules Cuba can­ 
not lie brought forward in the house, 
and it is decidedly uncertain whether 
any rule can be secured from the latter 
committee, even lf the former acts.

W ash ing to n, Dec. 15.—Inquiry here 
as to the movements of the Uni tad 
Stats* cruisers Newark and. Raleigh, 
whose sudden departure from

West led to the rumor that they have 
gone to Havana, shows that the vessels 
are simply engaged in the enforcement 
of the neutrality laws. and are not 
at all likely to go near Havana. 
The 
navy department has had a ship as­ 
signed to this service for nearly a year 
past, and the Newark, which has just 
arrived on the Florida roast, under­ 
takes this doty as the Relief of the Ral­ 
eigh, which will soon come north. 
The rumor that the Competitor pris­ 
oners an* to be executed today can be 
set down at once as another nltemiat 
story without foundation. 
As a matter 
of fact, the prisoners have not yet bad 
the new trial which was ordered by the 
superior authorities at 
Madrid, and 
under*the same order they were oon- 
reded the right to employ counsel and 
examine witnesses, and this openly, so 
that they could not have been sen­ 
tenced, much less executed without the 
full knowledge of the public.

Senator W olcott, chairm an of the com ­ 
m ittee, said: 
The senate Republican cau­ 
cus com m ittee to report legislation in 
furtherance of an international bim etallic 
conference has had a full m eeting, and 
the question was dtscusmHl at som e length. 
The subject, wits chiefly considered w ith a 
view to securing the w idest possible lati­ 
tude to a com m ission, and so fram ing 
legislation that the incom ing president 
w ould In* at liberty to act im m ediately 
upon his inauguration and w ithout wait 
lu g for further legislative action. 
Then' 
were thousands of Republicans in the 
w est w ho were In accord w ith so m uch of 
the Chicago platform as stood for the free 
coinage of silver, but w ho were unable to 
accept the other planks of the platform . 


T h ere w ere also, in th e great m idd le 
states, hundreds of thousands of Repub­ 
licans, earnest bim etallists, who voted tho 
Republican ticket, because they believed 
the financial plank in the St. L ouis plat­ 
form to bo a sacred pledge, com m itting 
tho party to an earnest effort to secure in ­ 
ternational b im etallism . 
So far as I eau 
observe, 
the 
sentim en t is practically 
unanim ous am ong Republican senators 
in favor of an earnest and steadfast effort 
toward international agreem ent. 
I do 
not anticipate any serious trouble in the 
way of securing such legislation as has 
been outlined, and which w ill prepare the 
way for this effort. 
Bo far as I can learn 
there is no opposition on the part of either 
Ik'inocrats or P opulists to som e such leg­ 
islation as has lioen outlined, for I think 
it may be tru th fu lly said that 90 per cent 
of the people of this country are bim etal­ 
lists, and even those w ho believe that this 
country alone can m aintain the double 
standard have no sort of objection to the 
■ame result being accom plisht^ by inter­ 
national agreem ent, lf It shall be possible.
